They are in organized bands, 
and more than half of them don’t want to 
work, and won t work unless they are 
compelled to do so with a ball and chain. 
As a general rule the tramps in the West .are 
thriftless, lazy, or in other words, profes­ 
sional dead beats. 
They prefer to tramp 
the country, beg a living, steal rides on 
railways,* rather than work for farmers 
even when fair wages are offered them. 
They are becoming as thoroughly orgao- 
xzed htrs as they were in Massachusetts, 
where they have had officers, pass-words, 
signs, and grips. 
They would not work 
there and will not work in the West 
if 
they 
can avoid 
it. 
These 
are 
the men for whom Sam Cary, the cham 
pion Green backer, has so much sympathy, 
and whom he advises to rob rather than ac 
Capt the charity of soup houses in the large 
cities. 
We have evidence in Rock county that 
the tramps have no disposition to labor for 
the bread they eel. 
Scores have per­ 
emptorily refused to be employed by Che 
armers. Thousand of bulbels of cherries 
have 
gone 
to 
waste 
in 
Northern 
Illinois 
nod 
Southern 
Wisconsin, 
because bauds could oot be employed to 
pick them. One gentleman near Norwood, 
owns a thousand trees which were loaded 
with cherries, and be has gathered hardly 
more than half of them because wiling 
hands could not be got. The next question 
is, What can the authorities or legislation 
do to rid the country of this class of lazy, 
worthless, and dangerous tramps ?

fight is the result. Many have been the 
riots in this country, growing out of 
this animosity, and scores have laid 
down their 
lives 
at the 
shrine 
of 
tanaticism. The question bcomme a serious 
one in England, where the same results 
grew out of a parade as in this country, 
and now Protestant England forbids the 
Orange dcuionstra* ions. and the auth urines 
in New York and Pennsylvania have als ) 
put an end to them. The question Is, 
should 
the 
authorities 
either 
in 
Canada or in this country, use the military 
in suppressing the Irish Catholics who at­ 
tempt to disturb the Oraugemcn, or fihall 
the Orangemen be denied the right to 
march and to celebrate the anaiverspry of 
the Boyne aa they pee fit ? 
The Orange­ 
men have a right to march, and should be 
protected in that right, though we think it 
is a foolish proceeding to insist on making 
a public parade when all the serious con­ 
sequences arc considered. The vital prin­ 
ciple of liberty in this country, is free 
spe ech, whether on banners or in books, 
or by word of mouth or in newspapers. If 
the Orangemen call upon the authorities to 
protect them in their undoubted right to 
to walk the streets, tho authorities can not 
re'use, and the consequences whatever they 
may be, must be charged to those who fire 
the first shot aud throw the first stone. It 
should be audcTsto kl that in America 
every society, so long as it is a peaceable 
one, can ii aunt its banner, discourse its 
music, and march as it pleases without mo­ 
lestations, and if any one should take a 
step to bring on a riot, his fate should be a 
warning to others not to follow his exam­ 
ple. It, Is a pity for all concerned that 
th096 who come to the United States and 
profess to be A rn cr lea ii citizens, can not 
leave these old country quarrels behind 
them. This is no place to britig them.

To Keep the Oom Growing. 
Much nkill sou thoughtful care Is otcce- 
«gry to keep the laud IU bilch cond it Iou as 
to ifrfiiire a steady growth to the cornfields. 
The year to far has been a peculiar one. 
Tho land having remained nil winter in 
an unfrozen aud saturated condition, much 
of It plowed hard lo the spring, and the 
weather ainee corn planting time has been 
anything but of a character to subdue aud 
restore the soil to its naturally lively aLd 
mellow condition. While the early spring 
was of such a character as to accelerate the 
growth of vegetation, its later phases w as 
such aa to Linder tie corn pUutiug and to 
retard its growth after it was planted, thus 
bringing bs cultivation and the harvest of 
the small grains almost together, 
it bo- 
■ comes a serious question, new,, as to how 
much (he corn must be neglected - to save 
the harvest. 
* 
t 
To secure a gi od yield of corn the grouud 
must be stirred at short intervals uutfl 
“laid by.” It does not answer to neglect it 
for a long time and then give it a too vig­ 
orous “weeding o u t” Especially in a sea­ 
son like the present, when the corn roots 
lie so near the burlace of the grouud, tty 
being 
prevented from 
going 
down 
into 
the 
ground 
by 
excess­ 
ive moisture. It is unquestionably true, . 
that in a season like the present much is th * TU TK V FO M 8 lie a 
be gained by shallow cultivation, if there­ 
by a well pulverised surface cab be obtain­ 
ed, for it is Important that the corn roots 
be protect* d, lo Insure against loss in the 
growth and the maturing of the corn. We 
think it preferable to keep a int Ie extra 
help to carry on the corn plowing until it 
is complot* d, even if the harvest does press 
tor the damage done to the corn by ne- 
gleet, or by renewed cultivation alter a too 
long interval, is fmmense. The corn needs 
all the encouragement that can be given 
it, for the excessive and long continued 
rainy period has expelled from the soil 
much of its available left lilly, consisting of 
the fertilizing gases. The results from the 
want of a system of thorough under-drain­ 
age. Our raiuy season is now passed anil 
according lo the idea that "oms extreme 
follows another/' the probability is, that c i­ 
trene dry periods may occur before the 
maturing of the corn crop, and with tile 
present baked condition of the soil, much j 
damage may be the result, unless great 
precaution is exercised rn keeping the sur­ 
face of the ground lo a well pulverized cob- 
din*in. It is better to secure this result, 
even if the weeds are not all rooted out. 
Vegetation generally make the most rapid 
growth during dry weather, ii the soil is bio 
managed that it retains a doe amount it 
moisture.

Shocking Wheat. 
In shocking wheat, an advantage in cap­ 
ling it is that the principal part of tire 
wheal is less exposed to the acliou of the 
hun aud winds, which cause the grain to I 
shriek 
Tne graio in the cap-sheaves will I 
invariably be tound to be more shrunken 
than in the sheaves set beneath them. 
There is quite a difference between shock­ 
ing and capping wheat properly, and in 
piling it Up, as it U loo often done by In­ 
experienced men and boys who though 
they poetess the ability have not the will 
to Jo it properly. The best way to set up 
a shock of twelve sheaves is this: “8et up 
six bundles, three on each side, thrusting 
the butts of the sheaves, once only, on the 
ground ; lean the heads toward each other ; 
place two more on each side aud place the 
tops ot all compactly together. New take 
one of the two bast bound sheave* that 
have been reserved, bold it before yon-with 
the heads of ihqgrain ap. break ii down 
over the band, a handful at a time ; then 
spread * the butts considerably without 
changing the position of the sheaf, and 
place it on the shock ; prepare and put the 
oilier on the opposite end ot the shock, and 
tuck a few heads of the top cap under the 
band of the lower cap, and neither will be 
easily blown off. When damp, hot, foggy 
weather occurs, such as promotes mildew 
in badly ventilated rooms, then open the 
shocks and air the bundies whenever the 
weather will permit. If, on the contrary, 
the weather is cool, the foregoing is not the 
best plan.—Fart a and Ftrtxulc.

The bishop of Manchester lately made 
a speech at tho co-operative congress in 
England, 
recommending 
co-operative 
laruiiug. He gave un account of a co­ 
operative f^rtn near Abington, which he 
visited in 1867, niter it hail been in oprrn- 
t iou for thirty-seven years. It was start­ 
ed, by John Gurdon, the Squire of the vil­ 
lage, in 1830. Ho rooted to fifteen men 
sixty aer os ut $0 an acre per annum, aud 
I cl! them $2,000 lur tools, stick, manure, 
tic. la 18G7 they hod long previously 
paid the loan ; had increased their share­ 
holders from Ii I teen to twenty, and the 
amount ot hired land from sixty to one 
hundred and thirty acres, tor which they 
paid $1,000 a year. The lartn was ma 
aged by a committee of four, chosen by 
ballot, a portion going out every year. 
Tile bishop found the land in admirable 
order, and the animals and poultry in ex­ 
cellent condition, lu 1854 Mr. Gurdon, 
fiudme the experiment very successful, 
started thirty chosen men on a second co 
o|»erat|Vi‘ farm, each contributing $17.50. 
He also loaned them $2,000. They began 
with seventy meres, bot by 1S67 were hiring 
212 at a rent ot $1,625 a year, and had $G,- 
000 worth of stock, besides having paid off 
the $2,000 luau aud supported their fam­ 
ilies . The bishop thought that a class of 
co-operative agriculturists woukl be a 
meat impettaul and staple element in the 
c tfUQionweakh/aml the Earl of Ripon, in 
a subse quent speech. Mfd that he had aUo 
visited the farms and fully agreed with 
hun.
